It was no doubt in effect 
prior to 1900, but the old books oi' the Company are' not available, and we, cannot substantiate 
It. However, up to the present time there lias never been a word of complaint ftled ag;ainst the| 
charge, even though the consumers have increased to 11,3'I5, and tho tact that apparently many 
consumers did not know that this rule or charge was tu existence is suificieait proof that it lias 
not been a burden or worked a hardship on tho public.

The Courts have decided tliat "Under met.er rates revenue is available only when Service is 


used,.and it is common experience that many customers do not use sufficient service lo incur-a 
bill large enough to meet the fixed expenses alone. A minimum bill, therefore, is both neces- 
sary and just." 


Innumerable decisions have boon handed down by Supreme Courts 
and 
Public Service 


Commissions sustaining the minimum rale charges of Water Companies, Artificial Gas, Electric 
Light, and'Natural Gas Companies. 
Among tho latest are those oil the 
borough 
of Galeum 


against the Potter Gas Company (a Pennsylvania Corporation), and William Osborne, et al. vs. 
the same Company. 
Both cases were decided last November by the Public Service Commission 


of Pennsylvania in favor of tho Gas Company, and in each instance a. minimum monthly charge 
of $1.10, subject to a discount of 10 cenls for prompt payment, was considered just and reason- 
able. Moreover, the decision states that under Sub-section C, Section 1, Article III, of the 
Statute creating the Commission, it. provides that reasonable minimum- payments, charges in 
advance, and penalties for failure to pay promptly may be imposed by every Public Service Com- 
pany. 


The case of the Fayette County Gas Company is identical with, that of the Potter Gas Com- 


pany.

Tho report further states that "Th'e actual increase in the price of Natural Gas and the up- 


ward tendency of the market for the product in the fields oi the Potter Gas Company would ap- 
pear to furnish substantial ground under the evidence submitted to the Commission to justify 
the respondent to increase the amount of its gross income 
"

Further the report of the Commission goes on to say that: "It is not an unusual thing for 


a Natural. Gas Company to make a minimum charge of One Dollar per month for domestic con- 
sumption. 
Of the thirty-six companies furnishing natural gas that have filed a minimum with 


the Commission, twenty-one charge One Dollar and over per month, and fifteen charge less 
than One Doilar. 


U appears that a majority of the larger companies, mnre especially those whose p,lant 


equipment extends over one or more counties, make a charge of ?1,00 per month.

The record shows that the Potter Gas Company furnishes service to 16,558 consumers re- 


siding In three counties, it also appears from the testimony of the respondent that thirty-two 
out of the thirty-three communities served by it have accepted and are paying the new mini- 
mum charge of $1.00." 


In view of the foregoing facts, does it not seem like foolishness to take the same complaint 


up with the same Commission, and needlessly waste a lot of money in expenses, which could be 
used to much better advantage elsewhere"

Russia wan known by those who 


know It host to have boen always In 
fact democratic at heart, In all the 
vital habits of her thought, in. all tho 
Intimate relationships of her people 
that spoke tholr natural Instinct, their 
habitual nttltude towards life 


Tho autocracy that crowned the 


summit of her political structure, long 
as it hud fltoo'd and terrible as was 
the reality of its power, was not in 
fact Russian in origin, character, or 
purpose; nnd now it has boon shaken 
oft and the, gieat, generous Russian 
people have been added in all thoir 
nalvo majesty and might to the forces 
that are fighting for freedom in the 
world, for justice and for peace ITere 
is a fit partner for a league of honor. 


One of the things that has served 


to convince us that the Prussian ou 
tocracy -was not and cou|.d novor be 
our friend Is that from tho vu'ry out 
set of the present war it has filled 
our unsuspecting communities and 
.-van our offices of government with 
spies and set criminal intrigues evory- 
tU'ere afoot against our national unity 
of council, our peace within and with- 
out, our industries and our commerce. 
Indeed" It is now evident that its spies 
were hero eve.n before tbo war begun, 
and It Is unhappily not a matter of 
conjecture hut a fact proved In our 
courts ot Justice that the intrigues 
which have more than once come 
perilously near to disturbing tho peace 
and dislocating the Industries of the 
country have boon carried on at the 
Instigation, with the support and oven 
under the personal diicctlon of. offi 
clal agents ot tho Imperial govern 
mont accredited to the government 01 
the United States.
